THOROLD — Niagara’s southern 
mayors have decided where they 
want a new hospital to be built. 

And one of the two preferred sites 
is on Welland's east side, at the top 
ofHwy. 140. 

Regional Chair Gary Burroughs 
announced on Thursday, June 14 
at regional council that the mayors 
have shortlisted two sites for a new 
hospital recommended by provin- 
cially appointed Niagara Health 
System supervisor Kevin Smith. Hwy. 
140 and East Main St. in Welland is 
one of the preferred sites. 

The mayors are also eyeing Lyons 
Creek Rd. at the QEW in Niagara Falls. 

Smith had given the mayors a June 
15 deadline to come up with a unan¬ 
imous decision.

“Although we are unani¬ 
mous in our selection of a 
preferred area, this is merely 
a recommendation,” cau¬ 
tioned Burroughs. 

He said the decision still 
has to go through the Ministry 
of Health on whether a new 
hospital is even built to serve 
Niagara's southern Her. 

Such a move would see 
the closure of hospitals in 
Welland, Port Colborne, 
Fort Erie and Niagara Falls, 
according to Smith’s rec¬ 
ommendations released in 
recent report about the deliv¬ 
ery of NHS services. 

The recommendations 
are conditional, though, on 
urgent care centres staying 
open in Port Colborne and 
Fort Erie. 

Burroughs said the mayors 
have met with him five 
times since Smith made his 
recommendations. 

He said Niagara Region 
staff weighed in with infor¬ 
mation on the sites. 

Everything from popula¬ 
tion density to emergency 
call volumes and drive times 
was factored into the deci¬ 
sion, Burroughs said.

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We need a 
ban on bans 


W hile we applaud Vic Toews’ plans to abolish back¬ 
door gun registries in provinces across the country, it 
seems one politician still doesn’t get it. 

In the wake of the Eaton Centre shooting, Toronto 
councillor Adam Vaughan has proposed a total ban on 
all guns and bullets within city limits. This is wrong for 
many reasons. 

Guns are already regulated. Many are illegal and 
those that aren't all come with some regulations, 
including licence requirements. 

Vaughan's proposed "ban” on guns and bullets 
will do nothing to stop violent street crime. It’s a 
cynical political move intended to be seen to be doing 
something rather than actually making a difference. 

Canada wasn't forged with the same fighting spirit 
that the United States was. That’s one of the reasons we 
don't have similarly worded Second Amendment rights. 
Unfortunately, we don’t view government with the same 
wariness as Americans do. 

But it’s not unreasonable for gun owners — and 
non-owners — to wonder aloud why big government 
politicians and nanny state enthusiasts are so interested 
in exploiting a public catastrophe and using it as a 
straw man argument. Why do they so desperately want 
to take guns out of the hands of law-abiding citizens? 

Because this is just one more example of politicians 
not understanding the point of the lawmaking process. 
They think they’ve been put into office to tell us how 
to live our lives and to subject us to their personal 
opinions. They don’t understand that laws are supposed 
to be crafted with a view to maximizing liberties. 

Do most people in Toronto need firearms? Probably 
not. But they don’t need plastic bags either. New 
Yorkers don’t need to drink sodas larger than 16 
ounces, to reference a law their mayor wants to enact. 

Most of the things we have and do are not necessities. 
But what business is it for the government to decide 
that for us? It’s up to us. Not arrogant liberty grinches 
like Vaughan. 

We've got just one question for politicians across 
Canada who yearn for back door registries and outright 
bans: After you’re done busying yourself using our 
money and liberties to enact silly bans, do you think 
you might have enough time left to go after the real 
criminals?

How bad can the environment get? 


T he forthcoming United Nations 
Conference on Sustainable 
Development in Rio de Janeiro 
(Rio+20) on June 20 to June 22 has 
brought out the usual warnings of 
environmental doom. 

They have been greeted with the 
usual indifference: after all, there are 
seven billion of us now, and we’re all 
still eating. What could possibly go 
wrong? 

The UN Environment Program 
published its five-yearly Global 
Environmental Outlook (GEO-5) 
saying that significant progress has 
been made on only four of ninety 
environmental goals that were 
adopted at the Rio Earth Summit 
in 1992. “If current patterns of 
production and consumption of 
natural resources prevail,” warned 
UNEP head Achim Steiner, "then 
governments will preside over 
unprecedented levels of damage and

degradation.” Yawn. 

Meanwhile, a team of respected 
scientists warn that life on Earth 
may be on the way to an irreversible 
“tipping point”. Sure. Heard that one 
before, too. 

Recently one of the world’s two 
leading scientific journals, Nature, 
published a paper, “Approaching 
a state shift in Earth’s biosphere," 
pointing out that more than 40% 
of the Earth’s land is already used 
for human needs. With the human 
population set to grow by a further 
two billion by 2050, that figure could 
soon exceed 50%. 

“It really will be a new world, 
biologically, at that point,” said the

Tank farm proposal draws neighbours’ concerns

PORT COLBORNE — Concerned 
neighbours of a proposed Port Colbome 
energy park development came looking 
for answers from Nyon Oil Inc. on June 
13. 

There were plenty of questions fielded 
from the city council chambers gallery 
following a presentation made to elected 
officials by the company's representative, 
MMM Group Ltd. 

The presentation outlined plans and 
reviewed various studies conducted thus 
for for the project 

Several issues were raised by residents 
who feel they’ll be affected if construction 
moves forward. Noise and traffic issues, 
as well as impacts on property values, 
came into question. 

Questions also arose of what Nyon 
would give back to the community if 
allowed to build in Port Colbome. 

While efforts will be made to mitigate 
any noise concerns, a recently conducted 
study determined sound levels, including 
those produced by pumps, trains, trucks 
and ships the energy park requires, meet 
day and night sound-level limits set by 
the Ministry of Environment, said MMM 
senior planner Kristy ShortalL 

As for traffic, impacts will depend on 
the access route the development is able 
to use. The developer’s preferred access 
is off Hwy. 140, Shortall said. If access is 
granted from Hwy. 140, the highway and 
surroundmg mtersectrons will “operate 
at acceptable levels until 2024” with only 
minor modifications required. 

During the meeting, Nyon sought 
support from councillors for use of Hwy. 
140 as an access point, though approval 
from the Ministry of Transportation is 
still required. As it would impact fewer 
residents, council agreed to support the 
motioa 

Councillors were assured by Cecil 
Vincent, Port Colborne’s manager of 
strategic projects and corporate strategic 
initiatives, that supporting the motion 
does not obligate them to support the 
application for the development when it 


comes forward. 

Alternative access routes being looked 
at include Forkes Rd, Concession Rd. 2 
and Concession Rd. 3. If an alternate route 
must be used, studies will be conducted 
before the development is finalized. 

If improvements are required on one 
of the ^tentative access routes, the city 
would expect to work with the developer 
to "share the costs appropriately;’ Vincent 
said. 

As for the benefits the development 
would bring to Port Colbome, Vincent 
said in addition to taxes paid by the busi¬ 
ness and jobs created in the community, 
a revenue-sharing agreement was negoti-

The dty is working with developers to 
create aproperty protection agreement to 
address any negative impacts the energy 
park may cause to neighbouring property 
owners, Vincent said 

Though nothing has been solidified, 
the agreement will likely see assess¬ 
ments made by certified appraisers who 
will determine how much homes in the 
area would be worth if not for the nearby 
industry, said Tom Richardson, the city’s 
lawyer; 

The effect, if any, the development 
will have on property values has yet to 
be determined If a home is sold for less 


than its appraised value, Nyon will likely 
be expected to cover the difference, 
Richardson said The agreement will also 
have to provide for situations where a 
home cannot be sold due to the proxim¬ 
ity of industry. 

After referencing in the presentation 
tank forms found near residential neigh¬ 
bourhoods in other municipalities, one 
resident questioned which came first, the 
homes or the tanks. 

“In some cases it was the homes, 
in others it was the tanks,” Shortall 
responded. 

Ward 4 Coun. Barbara Butters asked 
whether consultants had looked into the 


number of complaints received about 
tank forms in communities that exist near 
residential properties. 

Project manager Diana Santo, of 
MMM, said they had not, but it’s a factor 
they will lookinto going forward 
Butters also questioned whetber insur¬ 
ance companies could be contacted to 
determine whether house insurance of 
neighbouring homes would be affected 
should the development move forward 
Nyon's representatives plan to be back 
in council chambers in early 2013 to seek 
council’s support on the project prior 
to an Ontario Municipal Board hearing 
scheduled for April.

One egg-cellent expansion 


WAINFLEET — The largest opera¬ 
tion of its kind in Canada now resides 
in Wainfleet, ever since the owners 
of Chaudary Poultry Farm decided to 
invest in a major expansion. 

The egg-producing farm on Abbey 
Rd. was acquired by Akhtar Chaudary 
in 1980. 

Under the management of his son, 
Imran, the operation completed a 
huge leap in stature on Saturday, June 
9 with a ribbon cutting ceremony 
to mark its growth. The farm will be 
fully functional within two weeks. 

Imran Chaudary said the farm 
housed 21,000 chickens when his dad 
took over in 1980. 

"With this expansion we can how 
house over 112,000 birds,” he added. 


“We have acquired the biggest and 
best technology in this field from 
Germany and Holland." 

An expanded mobile packing oper¬ 
ation employs more than 40 local 
workers. 

Local builders, such as Harthill 
Contracting, were employed during 
the construction phase. 

He said the Wainfleet opera¬ 
tion houses the most birds allowed 
but while providing them with 
more space than mandated by the 
government. 

From the farm, eggs go to Burnbrae 
Farms, which is responsible for grad¬ 
ing and distributing them. 

“We’ve been here 32 years serv¬ 
ing and doing the best we can for 
the community," said the younger 
Chaudary “and we hope to be here 
for at least 32 more.”

"Staff, students and parents 
wanted a significant rewrite 
of the (proposed) elementary 
school dress code,” education 
director John Crocco said in 
an interview Wednesday. 

The policy committee 
decided the high school uni¬ 
form policy would go to the 
committee of the whole and 
board and they would re-vet 
the elementary policy. 

The board plans to give the

The secondary school dress 
code still calls for modesty, 
but will allow students to 
have nose studs and some vis¬ 
ible tattoos.

which contains an offensive 
or inappropriate message, 
advertisement or slogan are 
prohibited.” 

“We were hearing students 
saying, ‘I have a tattoo of a 
butterfly on my ankle, it’s not 
hurting anyone,’ or someone 
has a heart on their hand, 
those kinds of tattoos are per¬ 
mitted,” Crocco said.

Niagara Catholic District

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Grapefruit and grapefruit juice are an excellent source of many nutrients that 
contribute to a healthy diet. Grapefruit is a good source of vitamin C, fiber, and the 
pink and red hues contain the beneficial antioxidant lycopene, thought to have a role in 
preventing various diseases such as cancer and heart disease. Studies have shown that 
grapefruit helps lower cholesterol, and there is evidence that the seeds have antioxidant 
properties. 

However, there are compounds in grapefruit called furanocoumarins that can 
interfere with the way your body metabolizes certain medications. This can lead to 
dangerously high levels of medication in the body and may increase the risk of rare 
but serious or life-threatening side effects such as slowed heart rate and muscle 
deterioration. For a few medications, it can lead to decreased effectiveness because 
these medications need to be metabolized in order to become active. Don’t take these 
interactions lightly, as some can cause potentially dangerous health problems. 

Both grapefruit juice (either fresh or frozen) and the fruit itself can affect certain 
medications and the effects have been seen with as little as one 8-ounce (250 mL) glass 
of grapefruit juice. The effects of grapefruit juice on medications can last up to 3 days, 
so taking them at different times of day will not help. Naturally sweet orange juice has 
not been shown to affect medications the way grapefruit juice does, buttangelos (which 
are related to grapefruit), lime juice, andSeville(sour) oranges may affect medications.

Teen pitches Blue 
Communities

PORT COLBORNE - Robyn Hamlyn 
wants to see Port Colbome feeling blue. 

Now, she’s not looking to dampen spir¬ 
its, but rather heighten community aware¬ 
ness in the lakeside city about the world’s 
water problem. 

The 13-year-old 
Kingston resident has 
been making the rounds 

cil chambers across 
Ontario, sharing a plan 
to fight what she calls an 
impending fresh water 
shortage and asking 
municipalities to join 
the growing list of Blue 
Communities — a proj¬ 
ect launched by the Council of Canadians. 

Hamlyn is hoping Ontario councils will 
support the project by recognizing water 
as a human right; promoting publicly 
financed, owned and operated water and 
wastewater services; and banning the sale 
of bottled water in public facilities and at 
municipal events. 

She's met with representatives from 16 
municipalities thus for, with several agree¬ 
ing to commit to one, two or all of her 
recommendations. 

“I’m on a mission,” Hamlyn told Port 
Colbome council confidently on Monday 
night. 

Although she knows it will take time, 
she hopes to see municipal and eventually 
provincial and federal officials come on 
board with the plan. 

“I’m asking you to help me save our 
world,” said the well-spoken eighth-grader. 
“I can't do this withoutyou.” 

Ward 2 Coun. Yvon Doucet, who sits on 
the city’s environmental committee, said 
he agrees with the cause and would like 
to see city council implement Hamlyn’s 
recommendations. 

Ward 1 Coun. Bill Steele raised concerns 
about banning botded water at munici¬ 
pal events, particularly Canal Days Marine 
Heritage Festival. 

Before agreeing to such a request, inves¬ 
tigation would have to be done on how 
to police such a ban and how to provide 
alternative options to replace the sale of 
botded water, he said. 

He asked that the resolutions be referred 
to staff, who could then appropriately word 
them to suit the city. 

Ward 4 Coun. Barbara Butters ques¬ 
tioned whether the recommendations 
could be phased in over a period of time to 
help ease any transition, particularly with 
the sale of botded water.

Pitch made for free downtown parking

PORT COLBORNE - 
The Downtown Business 
Improvement Association 
believes free parking is key 
to drawing customers into 
the heart of Port Colborne. 

Board representatives 
appeared before city coun¬ 
cil Monday, June 11 to share 
the BIA’s stance. 

City staff brought forward 
a report in January that out¬ 
lined a plan to replace Port 
Colborne’s old mechanical 
parking meters with digital 
meters and pay-and-display 
machines. The item was 
deferred to allow further 
discussions between the 
BIA and the city.

If shoppers are down¬ 
town and they exceed allot¬ 
ted two hours, merchants 
won’t mind because “we 
want people in town spend¬ 
ing money,” Hopper said. If 
there are long-time viola¬ 


tors, a "friendly note” can be 
put on their car to encour¬ 
age them to use one of the 
long-term parking lots the 
next time they’re in town, he 
added. 

The BIA has recom¬ 
mended increasing parking 
fines to discourage frequent 
violators — many of who 
Hopper said are downtown 
employees and tenants — 
and to assist with revenue 
lost with the decommission¬ 
ing of the meters. 

The city’s current expired 
meter parking fine is $10 — 
$8 if paid before a specified 
date. The BIA would like to 
see that amount increase to 
$20 or $30. 

While the BIA does not 
have hard evidence of how 


paid parking affects busi¬ 
nesses downtown, it has 
“lots of anecdotal evidence" 
heard from business owners 

city's core, said BIA board 
member Gary Talosi. 

BIA member Mickey 
Mayne, who also gave a 
presentation Monday night, 
did not agree with all of the 
group’s recommendations. 
Instead, she hopes to see 
metered parking continue 
in the city. 

Two hours of courtesy 
parking is "very difficult 
to enforce” and more time 
consuming to enforce 
than the traditional meter 
method, Mayne said.

Merchants shouldn’t make 
the call, she added, on who 
can and cannot park in a 
space for extended periods 

“You can't choose between 
who does and doesn’t get 


a ticket. It doesn’t work 
that way,” she said, adding 
there’s no way to truly iden¬ 
tify who is downtown to 
shop or downtown for other 
purposes. 

That method can cause 
confusion, while parking 
meters are “non-judgmental 


and universally understood.” 

'I’m asking you to keep 
parking fair, simple and con¬ 
sistent,” Mayne told council. 

She also asked councillors 
to consider the revenue gen¬ 
erated by paid parking. 

In 2011, the city gener¬ 
ated $30,180 through park¬ 


ing enforcement, including 
$21,430 for meter collection 
and $8,750 for parking fine 
collection. 

Enforcement for the entire 
city costs $26,000. 

“Though it appears rev¬ 
enue-neutral, it’s revenue- 
generating because it pays for 


parking enforcement through 
the entire city,” Mayne said. 

Both presentations were 
accepted for information by 
council and will be included 
in next month's report.
